which was repealed by Ike U»t Congress, 
was modeled af ter th* Xngflth law, and 
aAndodthegeaenlpabUo great fcaiffiles. 
Our postal laws specify thatthePostmae- 
ter General shall contract with railroad 
and other public carriers or with privet 
Individual*, when necessary, to 
the mails at certain fixed rates per mil 
according to the elan of matter so car- 
ried. 
With the exception of th 


Union, Central and Northern Facifi 
none of the railroads are compelled by 
law to carry the mails, being in realit,

some canes this has resulted in sen 
ons troubles between the Oovernmenl 
and the railroad companies, and on lev 
eral occasion* the latter have refused to 
take the mails until forced to by the 
pressure of public opinion.

vast amount of very profitable business.
